The constant tendency of the 
times is toward co-operation. 
Especially is this true among 
farmers. Co-operation has 
proven itself to be a success in 
so many lines that the farmer 
is investigating the sub ject just 
now. too. 

It seems that he is running 
his tastes j ust n .^w toward the 
butter and cheesa industcy and 
is making the business a suc- 
cess. And why should he not 
embark in this business? 11 is 
labor produces the raw mater- 
ial from which all the butter 
and cheeso in existence is man- 
ufactured, and if there is any 
reason why he should not own 
the factory that makes this but- 
ter and cheese the investigat- 
ing mind which is so active 
just now will fail to grasp it. 

He is told that it requires 
experienced men to niannge 
such a factory. Every word 
of this is true, nut the ( x- 
perioncod men are hired by the 
capitalist, who owns the factory 
and the farmer's money will 
hire just as competent men, 
just as honest men and just as 
many men as will tho money 
of the capitalist: and there is 
no reason, legal or moral, why 
any man should acquire wealth 
off the labor of the producer 
of milk.

proceed as once to do all it could in 
a constitutional way to correct the 
evils resulting from class legislation 
in the past, to relieve the distress of 
the peoplo wherever it has been 
cansed by bad laws or bad adminis- 
tration, and to place all the citizens 
of the United States upon a looting 
of perfect equality as regard to their 
opportunities to engage in business 
and enjoy the fruits ol their own 
earnings.

The United States has thus be- 
come the largest dealer in silver in 
the world, not for coinage primarily 
but to be hoarded And held at the 
risk of the taxpayers. 

Already the price of silver bull 
len has so depreciated since these 
purchases have commenced that the 
people have sustained* a loss of 
about fl2,000,000; and the price is 
still falling. 

This is the Republican parly's so- 
ution of the "silver question." 
Having demonetized that metal in 
1878, it now proposes that the Gov- 
ernment shall buy it up and hoard 
it.

En. Piikss.— According to the 
census, the school children in Ma- 
rion district this yoar number 300 
There are four rooms in the public 
school building, besides a small one. 
Dividing the 300 by four and we 
have 75 pupils to each room. Now 
it occurs to me that four teachers 
would have all the work they could 
possibly do in toacbing the public 
school, and that the capacity of the 
house will be taxed by public school 
pupils. If this be true, it will cer- 
tainly be unfair to the children of 
tho district to use ono of the rooms 
tor Academic Students, not only 
taking from the public echool ne- 
cessary room, but necessary teach- 
er*. The public school building is 
furnished by the district for public 
school purposes; it is more impor- 
tant that every child in the district 
should have an ample opportunity 
tor a common school education than 
it* is that a few should have an acad- 
emic course. There has been a com- 
plaint (or aomu time that the smaller 
pupils have not received the atten- 
tion in the school that they require 
whether this be true or not some- 
thing has given rise to private 
sohools lor the little fellows It 
looks very much like tho academic 
classes are crowding the pnmiry 
classes out of our public school. 
This is not right, nor is it lawful. 
The law provides tint certain branch 
es shall bo taught in tho public 
s :hool. thrso and thsrc alone should 
receive the attention of the teachers 
in the Marion public school, be 
cause when all tho pupils are given 
the proper attention in these blanch- 
es there is no time for the number 
of teachers that can be put in the 
building to look after other elapses. 
We need an academy but the pub- 
lic school should not be impaired 
in our effort to in lintain one. Sep 
arate the two schools, and we need 
have no fear of the academy; it will 
take care of itself. The common 
school trustees wero not elected to 
furnish an academy.

The ice 
cumbered land accordingly 
went down liko an overladen 
ship until it was awash with 
the waves, and sea shells were 
deposited along coast fringe! 
above the drift. Then, as the 
ice moltedmelted, recovery en- 
sucn; and how closely it fol- 
lowed upon relief of pressure 
is shown by the tilt to the 
north of the once horizontal 
beaches of Lake Agassiz. 

On both sides of the Atlan- 
tic equally the intercalation of 
fossilized forests bears authen- 
tic witness to the sweeping 
over the land of two meat 
waves of ice invasion. The 
trees manifestly grew where 
the glaciers had been; Again 
the glaciers crept forward to 
constitute themselves the sep- 
ulchres of the trees. The sec- 
ond advances, however, fell 
short of the first, and succeed- 
ed it in an unknown interval 
of time. Opinions are much 
divided as to its true signifi- 
cance. Dr. Wright inclines 
to connect the "forest beds" 
with merely partial oscillations 
of the ice front.

THE 6HIP6 OF COLUMBUS.

Edinburgh ltcvitw. 
During the long tertiary 
epo^h, when opossums dispor- 
ted themselves on the site of 
Paris and mastodons tramped 
along the Valley of the Thames 
the errth was in the throes of 
mountain-making. The Alps, 
the Himalayas, the Alleghanics 
the Andes, attest tho power of 
her activity in thosd days. At 
theia termination our conti- 
nents stood greatly higher 
than they do now, and this 
aided their glaciation, although 
it does not fully acconut for it. 
Rut as they became loaded 
with ice, Europe and America 
gradually, and we may ven- 
ture to say contemporaneously, 
sank This was inevitable. 
Owing to the extreme heat and 
pressure prevailing in its inter- 
ior, tho earth is an eminently 
'elastic body. Its surface ac- 
tually bulges in or out with a 
very increase or decrease of 
the load upon it. 

Rut tho great ice sheet for- 
med no such vissionary burden 
as Atlas boro upon his broad 
shoulders. Mr. Warren Up- 
ham estimates that an aerea of 
about 4,000,000 square milos 
in North America and another 
of about 2,000,000 squaro 
miles in Europe "where cover- 
ed by ice sheets, which in their 
maximum extent had probably 
an averago thickness of a half 
or two-thirds of a mile, or per- 
haps even of ono mile." The 
weight, however, of a column 
of ice half a mile high is, in 
round numbers, 1,100 pounds

Tho nppmiu-h of tho 400th anniversary 
of tho discovery of Auterieu cannot fail 
to iiwuken a revuroiicv for tlto (jenoeae 
mariner wltotw intrepid during and en- 
thuhhum chunked tho destiny of uiuii- 
kind. 

Coluuitmn was by profession a sailor 
and his groat maritime knowtadf won 
for him the command of many aliii*.

It was at tho little 
Spanish port of lvalue that Coluuilnir 
proiiared the exiiedition for which Fer- 
dinand and Isabella had. supplied the

Of his threo rihijis the Santa Maria, 
the flagship of the little squadron. WM 
tho largest, the 1'inta and Nina being

of about oqual sine. Columbus chose 
three small ships rather than one large 
vessel, with tho hope that out of tlu 
throe ono at least would weatlier tin 
stormy passage and live to return. 

Tliey were designed and COUltTOCtod 
upon a model of the ok) type of crafl 
known as the caravel, which included la 
its class all vessels from AO to loo tons 
with or without docks. 

The Santa Mari a was no larger than 
tho little Nchoouors engaged in li-lnn, 
on the Great Bonks, or about njual In 
tonnage to tfio stanch pilot boats which 
cruise aloug our coast in all wsatherf 
This vessel upon which Columbus »aile<l 
was eighty-live feet Ion::, twenty-foul 
feet wide and drew tight feet of water. 
Her bottom was made very li.it, in ordei 
that she might Imj run uiion tho shoro 01 
sandy beach without undue strain lo 
her timbers. Her oitreme width was at 
tho wuter line where the hull bulgeeout 
several feet beyond tho upper strncuirt 
at tbV deck. This form of "tumbling 
home," as it is termed in the vernacular 
of the sailor, is rarely seen in ships ol 
modern design und coustrucUou, ul 
though this build can be soon in a modi 
fiod degree iu many of tho old frigate*- 
now relegated to "ordinary' in ournuvy 
yards. Ancient shi|>bui)ders Itcld that 
bulging out Hie sides of a veasel pre- 
vented her lolling in u heavy soa, and 
accordingly her decks would not be ex 
posed to to the sweep of heavy sorger 
breaking close alioard. 

The Santa Marin had but oite deck. 
At tho bow MM n liotwe called tlie fore 
castle, in which the putty officers slept 
und also a part of the crew. Across tlie 
stern of the ship was a second house 
culled tho after custlo, above which ran 
a deck called the poop deck or quarter 
deck. A small watch tower was erected 
on tho poop deck us tho i>ost of duty for 
the officer of ft to watch. Tho admiral 
of the fleet occupied the after cabin, th 
officers of high rank being permitted to 
shure it with him, while tliu rest of tlie 
crew was quartered in the hold und in 
such porta of tho ship us were not util- 
ized for stowing provisions and ballast. 

']&*> uftor part of these ships towered 
many feet above the crest of the wave 
and when running before heavy follow 
ing sous tho deckhouses were rarely 
•wept by thotu, no matter how seven 
the gale before which Uie ship wu» 
driven. 

Tho Ptuta and Nina, Rlster ships ol 
the squadron, were about seventy foet 
in length, tho Ninu. however, being » 
little smaller in touuage than the Itnta 
These vessels were not decked fore and 
aft liko the Santa Maria, ulthough each 
had deckhouses, or castles, ut the bow 
and stern. 

Today it would be a foolhardy venture 
to dispatch vessels without decks on u 
mission across u boisterous sou. Vet 
these ships were constructed so solidly 
of well 



with fir and secured by heavy Iriiti^joll*, 
us to withstand I lie Initl lo <if ti.erit.Ui' nt* 
during that long nod wear.v journey 
over the trucklew* Atlantic. 

On account of these shi]>» Loin;; built

The Santa Mafia was rigged with four

the after mast was supplied with lat< an 
sails. Along bowtpnl pKfffeotad from 
her bow, but curried no jibs or head 
sails. No sails were carried aloft aliovo 
tho topsails. 

During favorable winds a sail WM set 
under tho bowsprit reaching to the 
water, and known M the watersail or 
spritaail.
